KILLED BY UK ENGINE. 


Buchanan is Mourning Over the 


Death of John Weisgerber 


Yesterday Afternoon. 


MAN WHO WILL BE MISSED, 


F orm er C ou n cilm an and th e M ost 


C h aritab le Man In th e Vlllaare 


o f B uchan an . 


Buchanan, Dec. 9.—The first fatal 
accident on the Milwaukee, Benton 
Harbor & Columbus railroad occurred 
in this village at 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, the victim being John W eis­ 
gerber, a wealthy and respected citi­ 
zen, aged 72 years. 


The tracks of the Michigan Central 
and the new road run paralled for a 
short distance in this village. 
Near 
the station there is a sharp curve on 
the Benton Harbor road. 
It was at 
this curve that the accident occurred. 
Mr. W eisgerber was standing on the 
tracks of the new road and was watch­ 
ing a freight train moving- over the 
Michigan Central tracks. 
The swi.ch 
engine of the Benton H arbor 
road 
bucked down slowly and struck the old 
gentleman, pushing him over. 
The 
brake guard kept him 
from being 
ground under the wheels and rolled him 
along on the track for sixteen feet. 
The accident was witnessed by Rev. K. 
A. Shepard, .Joseph Bliss, Theodore 
W. Thomas, the agents of the Michigan 
Central and the Benton Harbor com­ 
panies. 
The cries of the spectators at­ 
tracted the attention of the engineer 
and 
the 
locomotive 
was 
suddenly 
brought to a standstill. 


Mr. W eisgerber was picked up and 
carried into his hou.^e-near b \ . He was 
unconscious but soon regained con­ 
sciousness. 
Dr. Curti> was ealled and 
he made an examination, which re­ 
vealed only some seemingly ¡-light 
in­ 
juries. 
A small piece of skin was tort 
from each shin, a bruise was found on 
one leg and a large " T ” shape bruise 
over the left side of the abdomen. 
A 
further examination showed that two 
ribs were broken. 


I). H. Patterson, one oi the officials 
of the road, came down on the evening 
train accompanied by Drs. John Bell 
and H. V. Tutton and Attorney Sam 
H. Kelley. 
It was found that the pa­ 
tient had received internal injuries ami 
that medical or surgical science could 
not help him. 
At 7:1*» he died of what 
’ ’ <* physicians called an internal hem­ 
orrhage. 


There is a diversity of opinion re­ 
garding the accident.'but few blame 
the railroad company. 
Some <»f the 
witnesses claim that the bell on the loco­ 
motive was not ringing out its warning. 
The engine was in charge of Thomas 
Hamilton engineer and John I’retty- 
man lireman. 


Mr. Weisgerber was one of the most 
liberal citizens that 
Buchanan ever 
hail. 
For years he was u member oi 
the council. He always took delight in­ 
helping the poor. 
Many time- tie has 
secretly pried into tin* atVairs of desti­ 
tute families and the next «lay he would 
watch for the children of the family he 
had learned about and when he found 
them on the street he would clo.-e their 
little hands about a $10 bill and make 
them promi-e not to tell their mother.» 
where it came from as he sped them 
joyfully toward home. 
These occur­ 
rences were not uncommon either. 


About three months ago the deceased 
married a Boston woman of about hi» 
own age and she survives him. 
Two 
children whom he brought up are also 
living, though whether they are adop­ 
ted or not is not generally known.They 
both bear his name. 
His only child, a 
daughter, died in North Carolina sev­ 
eral years ago. 


There is talk of a postmortem ex­ 
amination.

Ottnimiiigs hired a'doseu men and had 
the debris removed« but still the search 
w at nnsaooeflsful.

away, and the leaky roof had le t in the 
storms until the floors were rotten.

H olland H as B esun Its W ar Affain«t*the 
Telephone Monopoly. 


Holland, Dec. 9.—W ar has been fi­ 
nally declared betvfeen the city of Hol­ 
land and the Miohip^an or Bell Tele­ 
phone compauy. The courts will decide 
whether or tiot the Bell people must 
remove their poles from Eighth street. 


Attorney G.’ J. Diekema appeared 
before the city council bn Tuesday 
evening in behalf of the Michigan Te - 
ephone company. 
He stated that the 
company’s poles had been standing on 
the main street of the city for 14 years; 
at that time the city charter was worded 
so that the city had no control over the 
placing of telephone poles; the poles 
were put up under a slate law, and 
the new city charter, passed in 1893, 
gave no power to order the poles taken 
down which were erected before that 
time. 


The following resolution was offered 
by Alderman Takken, seconded by Al­ 
derman Habberman, and passed by a 
unanimous yea and nay vote: 


Whereas, the common counci' did on 
the seventh day of September, 1897, 
pas^ a resolution ordering the Michi­ 
gan Telephone company to remove its 
poles out of Eighth street between 
River street and Land street, in the 
city of Holland within sixty days after 
receiving notice of said action of the 
common council, and 


Whereas, the said sixty days have 
expired without said poles being re­ 
moved, or any of them, out of said 
street, now, 


Therefore be it resolved that the 
street commissioner be and hereby is 
instructed to remove all of the poles of 
the Michigan Telenhone company out 
of that part of Eighth street, between 
Land street on the east and Uiver 
street on the west, immediately and 
withoub delay. 


Mr. Diekema declares that an effort 
will at once be made to secure an in­ 
junction restraining the city from re­ 
moving the poles.

«nliar foot that for many c»nturi^ th m 
have been ly^'viodioal investigations into 
the ^^deteriooAtion of iiaiper. *’ Recently 
the Society of Arts iu Loudon appoint­ 
ed a sprcial committee to make an in- 
vesiigatiiiii of this character. Old rec­ 
ords show that fault has been found 
with the quality of paper in almost 
every ago, and most of the famous mu­ 
seums and libraries in Europe have 
specimens of pure’ rag paper which 
show decay due to flaws in the texture. 
Away back iu 1336 Peter II of Spain 
issued a proclamation commanding the 
paper makers of Valencia and Xativa 
“ to restore the paper to its old good 
quality, unless they wish to be found 
guilty of fraud and punished according­ 
ly. ” About 1220 an emperor of Italy 
directed that all public d(jcumcnts on 
paper should bo declared iu valid. 
All 
records covering the previous two years 
were ordered to be transcribed on parch­ 
ment in order that they might bo pre­ 
served more securely. 


It is recalled that in 1875 the Academy 
of Sciences in Paris ottered a prize for 
the best answer to this question, “ Which 
are the real reasons for the general de­ 
cline in the quality of paper and which 
are the best means to remedy the evil?” 
This prize was never awarded, for the 
reason that nobody undertook to com­ 
pete for it. Experts disagree as to which 
period iu the history of paper making 
produced the most durable and the best 
quality of paper. 
Soon after the art of 
making paper was transplanted from 
Africa to Spain complaints were made 
and recorded that the Christian succes­ 
sors of the Moorish paper makers were 
making an inferior paper. At first the 
art was imperfectly copied.—New York 
Times. 


Tho Retired Bargrlar. 


“ I don’t think I was ever very much 
scared,” said tlie retired burglar, “ but 
I have been as nmoh scared by slight, 
littlo things, that were of no real ac­ 
count, as by anytJiiug else.

Mioii is genenl Ihal io i- 
wbwti riVeir water li dirty—that lliii bi^ 
river flows about two parts of dirt and 
one of mud—bnt the impression is erro* 
neo^s, for the Missouri river’s water is 
purer than tho Water of any great river 
in the country, the Platte alone except­ 
ed. It is true that when a bucketful of 
it is dipped up it appears to be dirty, 
but if the water is left until it settles it 
will be found that the sediment at the 
bottom is fine, dark colored sand and 
not mud. The Missouri river’s water is 
never muddy, save during the spring 
high water. 


Colonel Bill Switzler of Boonville, 
Mo., declares that the general idea that 
Missouri means “ big muddy” or “ mud­ 
dy water” is wrong. He says, and Col­ 
onel Bill Sw'itzler is an authority, that 
it means “ w'ooden canoe.” The name, 
he says, belongs to the Illinois dialect 
of the Algonquin Indians. The name 
Missuris or Missouri was applied by the 
Indians of the. upper lake region to the 
tribe of Indians living west of tho Mis­ 
sissippi river, because the latter used 
wooden canoes instead of birch bark 
canoes. 


Wooden canoes had to be used on the 
Missouri river because it was too turbu­ 
lent for the frail birch bark canoes, and 
in this way the big river secured its 
name. But no matter whether Missouri 
moans “ muddy w ater” 
or “ wooden 
canoe, ” tho fact remains that Missouri 
river w'ater is not muddy. It does not 
flow through mud, but through fine 
sand. The Mississippi river water is 100 
per cent dirtier than the Missouri, but 
poets iiave raved about the beautiful 
blue of the Father of Waters.—Omaha 
World-Herald.
